UNION LEADERS RESPONSIBLE 
FOR OMAHA’S MOB OUTRAGES. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

OMAHA, Oct. 2.—Systematic anti-negro agitation 
undertaken by local labor unions was in part responsible for 
the riots Sunday, which resulted in the lynching of a negro, 
the killing of two white men, the attempted hanging of the 
Mayor and the burning of the Courthouse. 

While the direct excuse for mob violence was the effort 
to lynch a negro arrested for an assault on a white girl, the 


last of a series of such attacks, there has been an under- 4 


current of racial feeling developing for several months, fo- 
mented by labor leaders. 


REFUSE TO BE MADE UNION TOOLS. 

Gradually during the war there was an influx of negro 
labor, occasioned by the withdrawal of white labor for army 
purposes. In three years the negro population has approxi- 
mately doubled. These negroes did not lend themselves to 
the purposes of labor-union leaders who have been actively 
promoting a campaign which reached its climax in July when | 
the Central Labor Union threatened the City Commission 
with a general strike unless demands of the Teamsters’ Union 
were granted. Generally the negroes refused to join in radi- 
cal union plans. 

AGITATORS ROUSE HATRED OF BLACKS. 

When the teamsters struck negro teamsters remained 
at work for the most part. Negroes were not imported as 
strike-breakers, however. At about this time, a negro at- 
tempted to assault a white Woman. Union leaders seized on 
this incident and, on a Sunday afternoon, broadcasted the 
city with circulars reciting the assault story and inquiring as 
to how long the white men of the city proposed to let their 
women be victims of imported negro strike-breakers. The 
situation gavé the police anxiety for several days, but on out- 
break occurred. 

TAR AND FEATHERS THREAT FOR BUSINESS MEN. 

Since that time there have been repeated references at 
union meetings to the necessity, from a union standpoint, of 
discouraging the employment of negroes. When, after Sun- 
day's riot, the Chamber of Commerce took steps to assist 
in apprehending the leaders of the mob, union leaders are 
known to have suggested that “if the Chamber of Commerce 
tries to run the town maybe some one will have to be tarred 
and feathered.”

HOW TISZA WAS SLAIN 
TOLD FOR FIRST TIME. 


FORMER AUSTRIAN PREMIER 
WAS ASSASSINATED IN PREs- 
ENCE OF His WIFE. 


(BY CABLE--EXCLASIVE DISPATCH 

BUDAPEST, Sept. 27 (via Paris, 
Oct. 2.)—~A dramatic account of the 
death of Count Tisza, assassinated 
on October 30, last, was given by 
the then Chief of Police, Szenkiraly, 
at an investigation into the murder 
now being held. Circumstances of 
the death until now have been a 
considerable mystery to the public. 

The alleged motive for the mur- 
der of the Hungarian Premier, 
namely that he was responsible for 
the war, was interesting, in view 
of the publication of the Austrian 
red book proving by documents that 
Tisza alone of all the Austrian Cab- 
inet protested to the last possible 
moment against the terms imposed 
on Serbia. He alone saw War on 


Serbia meant a world war. 

The story of the.Chief of Police, 
gotten from members of the Tisza 
family, shows the Count went to his 
death like the brave man he always 
has been regarded and that he 
threw away his own weapon in the 
face of his armed murderers. He 
was shot while defenseless and pro- 
testing his innocence. 

“WE DID IT OURSELVES.” 


An important revelation in the 
inquiry now on is that Paul Keri, a 
Budapest journalist, appeared fif- 
teen minutes after the shooting in 
the Parliament @ullding, where he 
was met by a political acquaintance, 
who inquired: 

“Has the assassin done it?” And 
Kerli answered, “No, he did not 
come, but we did it ourselves.” 
Chief of Police Szenkiraly said 
6:30 on the evening of October 30, 
when he heard of the shooting. he 
went immediately to the Tisza home. 
He found the Count’s body lying in 
bed naked and covered with a white 
sheet, his widow sitting beside the 
bed. The Countess would not per- 
mit a stranger to touch the body 
because there is an old tradition in 
the family that no one except an 
immediate relative should do so. 
She exposed the body for the police 
chief. however, who saw three 
wounds, one through the abdomen, 
one in the upper part of the left 
arm and one under _the left shoul- 
der blade. 

COUNTESS WAS PRESENT. 


The Countess Tistza and Conntess 
Almassy, who also was there. told 
the police ohief that at 4 o’ciock, 
while they were in the hall, three 
soldiers suddenly appeared before 
the villa. Each carried a rifle. 
When Count Tisza — them he im- 
mediately picked p a Browning 
pistol and went out to meet them.

The murderers fled itmmediately 
and got completely away. The Chief 
of Police said he had warned Tisza 
to leave the city, as his lif™ was 
in danger, but me days after the 
first warning he ‘wet him on the 
street and said: “Yow are still here?

HAWAII LAVA STREAM 
THOUSAND FEET WIDE. 


MAUNA LOA POURING [TS MOD- 
TEN STREAM INTO SEA, AT- 
TRACTS SIGHTSEERS. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

HILO (T. H.) Oct. 2.-—A stream 
of lava 1000 feet wide is flowing 
into the sea at the rate of from 
twenty to thirty miles an hour from 
the crater of the volcano Mauna 


Loa, which first threw forth lava 
Saturday. The stream of lava is 
now a virtual river from twenty to 
thirty feet high. Where the lava 
flows into the sea the waters are 
bolling for half a mile and are 
strewn with dead fish. 

The sides of the flow are banked 
up by cooled lava and red-hot 
boulders carried in the stream ex- 
plode when they hit the watep. 
Property damage resulting from the 
activity of Mauna Loa has not been 
large although some forests and a 
few houses have been destroyed 
The lava flow is mostly through a 
barren country covered by previous 
flows from the crater 

Several herds of cattle are re- 
ported penned in by the divergent 
flows. Near the source of the flow 
the voleano remains normal and is 
seemingly unaffected although great 
clouds of steam can be seen coming 
from the peak. 

Volcano Kilauea, on an adjacent 

k, remains unaffected by Mauns 
‘s activity. 

Thousands of people are going 
from Hilo and other points on the 
island to witness the flow.

SAYS WORD FOR 
BREAD EATERS. 


Grain Corporation Head Tells 
Why Prices are High. 


Don’t Use Enough of “Staff of 
Life,” He Declares. 


Inference is that We Aren't 
Bargain-Hunting Now.

Julius H. Barnes, director of the 
United States Grain Corporation, ad- 
dressed loca! grain dealers and bank- 
ers at a luncheon at the Alexandria 
vesterday. He opesed his speech with 
an expression of appreciation for 
the reception tendered him by Los 
Angeles, and fay the part that the 
people of California had played dur- 
ing the war. California, he stated, 
had produced the most outstanding 
figure of the whole war, Herbert 
Hoover, who had shown rare genius 
in the administra:ion of his vagious 
war activities. 

Director Barnes laid great empha- 
sis on the fact that inadequate pro- 
duction is the cause of the presen 
lis wf tnflated prices. The question 
of production, he declared, should 
be preached from every house top 
untii we do have adequate produc- 
tion. 

“The employee who quits work 
without adequate reason,’ he said, 
“or the empioyer who does not use 
every means of conciliation, is dere- 
if his duty.” 

ide pointed out. however, that al- 
loweance must be made for the effect 
which expanded currency and credit 
have on prices, an effect that can- 
not be entirely eliminated. 

Mr. Barnes showed how, under 
the Food Adminiwtration, the pro- 
duction of foodstuffs had more than 
trebled. In 1910 we had a normal 
foodstuffs production, valued at 
$6,000,000,000, which «increased to, 
$16,000,000,000 in 1914, and to $21,- 
000 600,000 in 1918. With the war 
motive gone, and with a struggle 
co on for trade and claes ad- 
vantage, production has greatly de- 
creased, but the country can be led 
hack to the basis of production of 
1918, Mr. Barnes eiated, even though 
the war motive is removed. 

LAW WON'T DO IT. 

Prices, asserted Mr. Barnes, can- 
not be regulaced by law. The Grain 
Corporation, with an annual turn- 
over larger than that of the United 
States Steel Corporation, is not in 
any sense a price-fixing agency, he 
stated, but is alwaye a trader, as @ 
buyer or seller, in the marxet. 
Price, He pointed out, is the usual 
influence in securing distribution, 
and when a price is fixed byslaw 
the effect is always to drive the 
product out of the market, or to 
enoourage illega! and illicit trading. 
The popular idea that intermedi- 
aries In our system of distributién 
take a toll of all products passing 
through their hands, and thereby 
force Up prices, Director Varnes as- 
serted to be a fallacy. This is shown, 
be stated, by the increased cost of 
wheat since i915. The farm price of 
this product has increased 166 per 
cent. aince 1913. Flour has _ in- 
creased 118 per cent., whereas bread 
has increased 75 per cent. These fig- 
ures show, he declared, that the 
great increase has been at the farm, 
and that the intermediaries have 
not increased their prices in the 
same proportion. Tne same its true, | 
without a ger exception, he stated, 
in all articles of everyday consump- 
tion, the per cent. of advance in re- 
tafl prices is not as large as in the 
whovresale price. 

"Pca to the pressure exerted 


on h® office for a resale price of 
wheat, Mr. Barnes stated that the 
appropriation by Congress was not 
only to make good the guarantee 
price to the producer, but to allow 
the resale of wheat thus acquired 
to the consumer, i¢€-the world level 
would have gtven the consumer a 
lower price without tho guarantee 
influence Grain production through- 
out the world has shrunk to such 
an extent, owing to less production 
and crop failures, that the world 
price is clearly equal to tho guar- 
antee price, and, therefore, any re- 
duced price of wheat would be at 
the expense of the taxpayers, he 
stated. 


Thi was tried tn France, FEng- 
land, and Italy, ctated Mr. Barnes, 
and it was found to have absolutely 
no effect on the prices of other food 
products, which made tremendous 
advances. in spite of the fixed prices 
on bread at practically the pre-war 
level. Where a fixed price for bread 
has been tried, it has had to be 
mec by an artificially high fixed price 
for grain that production may be 
kept wup.. 

IN FREE MARKPFT. 
Americans, Mr. Parnes stated, pre- 
fer to buy their food in a free mar- 
ket, without any such national char- 
ity, and the call for lower wheat 
prices by subsidy has practically dis- 
appeared since the public has real- 
ized that the world price was not 
helow the guarantee level. If, how- 
ever, there is to be any such price- 
tixing, without the measure of a mar- 
ket price to compare it with, It 
should be done by Vongress, and not 
by any Individual, he stated. 
S,ecial emphatis was laid by Mr. 
Rarnes on the saving and the reduc- 
tion that can De made in the cost 
of living by the housewife if she 
will restore bread to its former pre- 
war relation In the ney of the fam- 
tly. Last year the ‘rr capita con- 
sumption of bread — to 171 
pounds, compared to 275 pounds be- 
fore the war. It is estimated by Mr. 
Barnesithat if the per capita con- 
sumptidn of bread is restored to nor- 
mal a saving of af least $1,000,000,- 
000 will be effected. ,

Perhaps it was an excessive supply of 
brotherly love that caused Judge Dickinson 
to legalize the offering of a cup of intoxi- 
cating beverage to lips that are parched 
with an alcoholic thirst. Strange and weird 
maladies have swept the world in the wake 
of the war; and possibly this new disease 
for which whisky is the only cure is one of 
them. If it ts once fully established that 
whisky is the sovereign remedy the disease 
is certain to spread to the West even faster 
than the flu. 

It would seem that the dry forces will 
have to find another cure for the “Quaker 
thirst” than that which Philadelphia physi- 
clans are prescribing before they carry 
their campaign t6 foreign shores. The rap- 
id spread of the disease is indicated by the 
statement of one Philadelphia druggist that 
he had been called upon to fill more than 
300 prescriptions of which whisky was the 
main ingredient in a single morning.

UNIONIZING MANTA. 

The mania to organize the whole world 
into unions goes on apace. Every day 
some hitherto unheard-of class of the 
world’s population jazzes into the news 
with the announcement that it has organ- 
ized itself and has applied to Sam Gompers 
for a charter. 

A few days ago a preacher somewhere in 
the Middle West gave out the information 
that he proposed to organize all members of 
his cloth into what, we take it, will be 
known as the sky-pilots’ union. 

And right on the heels of that we re 
ceive a cablegram to the effect that the 
women of the street in Berlin have organ- 
ized a union. 

Of course there can be no possible paral- 
lel trend of mind between these two wide 
ly-differing classes mentioned—no more 
than there could be a parallel trend of 
thought between the devfl and a saint; but 
we mention them both in the same breath, 
as it were, merely to show the scope of the 
movements to orgapite into unions. 

Also we mention these two incidents in 
conjunction for the purpose of showing 
that now both ends of society are in a 
way to be organized and al! that is left to 
do is to fill up between. It is like making 
@ pastry pudding. You first complete the 
upper and the lower crusts and then you 
put the soft stuff in. 

And won't it be a relief when it ts all 
done and absolutely everybody is a mem- 
ber of some union or other? We trust to 
see the movement speeded up. What is it 
you are engaged in? Well, whatever it is, 
pick out your union and join it. 

And, if you are not engaged in anything, 
then pick out the union t takes in such 
persons. You simply must to some 
kind of union, 

Yes, it will certainly be a relief when 
the whole world is unionized, for then it 
will be the same as if there were no unions 


yet, perhaps there will always be 
a in the ointment. The walking dele 
gates will then be out of jobs; there can 
strikes 
against another union; and the whole thing 
is likely to become so monotonous that no- 
body will take an interest in it. 

You see, heretofore unions were supposed 
fo have been the particular property of 
what were called “the workers,” and a 
“worker” was defined to be a person who 
wore overalls and had horns on his hands. 

For instance, the manager of a factory 
who got down to his desk at 7 o'clock in 
the morning and slaved there until after 
10 at night to keep the business going, the

‘employees steadily at their jobs, the profits 


coming along and the pay roll ready every 
Saturday afternoon—why, he was not con- 
sidered a “worker.” | 

Nor was the book-keeper who slaved over 
bis accounts eighteen hours a day consid- 
ered a worker, or the farmer who got up 
at daylight, milked eleven cows and fed 
the chickens and the pigs and cleaned out 
the stable before breakfast ‘and who never 
quit for one minute from that time until 
dark, except to eat. considered a worker. 

The man who played and carr‘ed the 
bass drumrin a band on hot days in parades 
or the spieler at a ballyhoo show or the um- 
pire at a baseball game or a dress-maker 
or a milliner or a floor-walker in a depart- 
ment store, the superintendent in a Sunday- 
school or mother who did all the cooking 
and washing for the family—these were 
not classed as workers at all. 

But it seems that now they have all had 
an awakening and they insist that they 
have as much right to have a union as a 
coal miner or a puddier has. And so they 
have. 

When this universal unionization is ac- 
complished it will be interesting to note 
the effect of that popular diversion known 
as the “sympathetic strike.” 

Lat ue suppose, for instance, that the po- 
tato peelers’ union in a big hotel gets sick 
and tired some day at the.very sight of 
spuds and decides to strike. And suppose 
things do not go very well with the strike, 
and the walking delegate of the potato 
peelers decides to call out other unions in 
sy pathy, what happens then? 

First of all, the union that has in charge 
the work of picking the hairs ont of the 
hash throws down its tools, then the dish- 
washers’ vnion quits, then the chamber- 
maids, the waiters. the clerks and the bar- 
bers and manicures. Promptly, then, the 
managers’ union and the pronrtetors’ unior 
strike: and finally the guests’ union up and 
strikes to a man. 

All that remains to be done after that 'a 
for the brerglars’ uricn and the veggmen's 
union to step 'n and finish Job.

T INDUSTRIAL CONFERENC®] 

On general principles a conference Is 
a good thing. It clears the atmosphere; it 
promotes a better general understanding; it 
encourages rational debate. In these re. 
spects the public may except valuable re- 
sults from the industrial conference, called 
by the President for an early date in Oc- 
tober. 

The grievances and ambitions of all the 
various classes of workers in the country 
can here be threshed out in a friendly in- 
stead of an antagonistic spirit. Social un- 
rest is stirred up by a one-sided presenta- 
tion. Prejudice and bias are largely the 
products of refusal to give the other fellow 
a fair bearing. At the proposed industria! 
conference the “come-and-let-us-reason-to- 
gether” programme promises a better first- 
hand acquaintance between employers and 
employed, to the mutual benefit of both. 

One of the t aims of the conference 
should be to Blear up hazy conceptions. 
People too often talk loosely of capital and 
labor as though they existed as two distinct 
and separate classes in this country. Of 
course there is no such dividing line. 
Every capitalist who directs or halps to de- 
velop any enterprise is a laborer; every 
laborer who has a home partly paid for or 
owns a Liberty Bond is a capitalist The 
only difference is one of degree. As soon 
as all workers get this idea firmly fixed 
they can reason together more intelligently 
on what steps to takg for the betterment of 
the living conditio#®, not of one class or 
clan of workmen, but of the country’s labor 
as an indivisible whole. 

There is one common ground on which 
the industrial conference can be called to 
order—one common interest through which 
all workers can reach their several coals, 
the necessity to produce—normal prroduc- 
tion all over the world must be restored 
as quickly as possible. No reforms should 
be considered which may even temporarily 
reduce output. 

Health and wealth and happinwss in 
every country depend in the first instance 
on production. When that production has 
been brought to the point where it is suff- 
cient for all needs a fair and equitable dis- 
tribution of its fruita Is the second neces- 
sity. No business man starts teform 
schemes for the better martetinge of his 
goods till he {s first sure of having the 
goods to market. 

This does not intimate that there is no 
room for improvement in socisl and indne.- 
trial conditions, but simply affirms that in 
the present state of world necessity no ex- 
periments should be attempted that will tn 
any way interfere with the programme of 
increased producing power. An industrial 
conference that can solve the production 
problem, that can prove to labor the best 
form of union is a union that makes in. 
creased production ite first obiect—and our 
of it. resultant benefits for all ranks of 
wage-earners—wil] supply a parent tree for 
all the different branches of labor. 

Economists agree that tncreased produc- 
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tion and better living conditions are insep- 
arable; because increased production re- 
sults in lower prices and larger consump- 
tion. Therefore any one section of the 
workers that attempts to shorten work 
hours and to limit output is plotting agalust 
the public welfare—and even thuvgh by 
such restrictions it could double the rate 
of wages paid it would thereby only reduce 
consumption and raise prices while the 
humbler wageearners would be the worse 
sufferers. 


A conference that could get these truths 
before the supporters of unionized la- 
bor would be more valuable tc the 
cause of civilization than the Allie! armies 
that stamped out military autocracy. At 
present there i¢ a certain small section of 
the country’s labor that is swayed entirely 
by the sophistries of the paid agitator. 


This smal! section only represents about 
20 per cent. of the labor forces of the Unit- 
ed States. In England 85 per cent. of the 
nation’s labor is unionized for the suicidal 
purpose of raising wages at the expense of 
production. The relative comfort and pros- 
perity standards of these two leading na- 
tion is well illustrated by this difference in 
percentages. 

To insure, then, the success of the pro- 
posed industrial conference it is necessary 
to insist that the 20 per cent. of labor should 
not be allowed more than its proportional 
representation. Unless the views of the 
other 80 per cent. of free and unorganized 
laborers are given their proper weight the 
conference is mot likely to arrive at any 
just or helpful conclusions. 


Nor must the public expect that the hold- 
ing of this one conference will produce im- 
,mediate educational results. The social 
problem is a continuing and progressive 
one. This first conference will start the 
ball rolling. It will encourage the idea of 
holding other such conferences in every 
town and community throughout the land 
where all laborers may meet on a common 
ground till everyone, from the president of 
the world-wide corporation to the humblest 
smali-shop employee, is taught the eternal 
truth that what benefits one benefits all 
and what hurts one hurts all—and that a

THE DECLINE 
SAN 


The United States census record 
of the growth of manufacturing in- 
dustries at Los Angeles, while man- 
ufacturing was shrinking at San 
Francisco, presents an intensely in- 
teresting economic lesson of what 
must follow when costs of produc- 
tion mount at one place and are 
held within bounds at another. 

Thirty years ago San Francisco 
had 1748 manufacturing .establish- 
ments, providing employment for 
32,555 wage-earners. Twenty years 
later the number of establishments 
had increased only forty-eight, and 
the number of wage-earners had de- 
creased to 28,244, a loss of neariy 
At Los Angeles, in exactly the 
same period, the number of manu- 
facturing establishments increased 
from 534 in 1899 to 12326 in 1909, 
and the number of w 
grew frem 5173 to 17,327. 

It is generally thought in Califor- 
nia that the census to be taken 
next year will show a still more re- 
markable loss at San Francisco and 
See greater growth at Los Ange 


These changes, as was to be ex- 
pected, are reflected in the general 
growth of the two cities. While 
San Francisco's population in- 
creased but 39 per cent. in the 
twenty years between 1890 and 1910, 

e population of Los Angeles 

wed an extraordinary growth 

395 to 319,198—nearly 550 
per cent. 

In California the reason is very 
well understood. San “Francisco 
passed under a sway of an intoler- 
ant, unreasoning labor-union leader 
ship. Manufacturers and other em- 
ployers there faced an incessant de- 
mand for more wages, coupled with 
diminishing output, due in part to 
the shortening of the labor day, but 
in larger part to a systematic policy 
on the part of the workers to loiter 

the job, under the economic fal- 

that they were providing jobs 
for a greater number of workmen, 
when the census record shows that 
they were throwing nearly 4000 
w ers out of employment, 
and all that notwithstanding the 
general growth in the Pacific Coast 
States. 

It will help us to catch the full 
import of this depressing loss at 
San Francisco and amazing gain at 
Los Angeles to bring home the Il- 
lustration to the cities of Washing- 
ton. If, twenty years hence, Seat- 
tle, having followed its present 
course, on taking stock should find 
that it then had 4000 fewer Wage- 
earners than it has today; that its 
industries had been driven away to 
another city or cities; that its pop- 
ulation had scarcely grown in twen- 
ty years, while that of Portland, Ta- 
coma, Everett or Bellingham had 
grown nearly 600 per cent.—-that 
record would be identical with the 
experience that has come to San 
Francisco. 

The warning leason applies, of 
course, to Spokane and other cities 
that are hoping for steady growth. 
If, from increasing production costs, 
they must ask for their manufac- 
tures higher prices than are asked 
by their competitors in other cities, 
either East or West, their hope of 
growth will not be realized. They 
will have to travel the sa down- 
ward road that San Franci trav- 
eled so long. Many of their wage- 
earners Will have to move on to dis- 
tant cities in search of work, with 
all that means of loss and sacrifice 
to men who have built homes or ac- 
quired other interests and ties.

FLOOD CHANNEL 


Long Beach will Vacate the 
Streets Needed There. 


City and County Settle Long 
Controversy on Work. 


Mayor States that Trustees 
will Take Action Today. 


At a conference with Supervisor 


Cogswell yesterday, Mayor Lisenby 


of Long Beach stated that the Trus- 
tees of that city will today vacate the 
etreets desired by the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District for 
the right of way for the big flood 
water channe] in that city. 

This brings to a close the con- 
troversy which has been raging be- 
tween the county and Long Beach 
over the vacation of these twenty- 
three streets. Long Beach wanted the 
county to build four bridges over 
the channel. The Supervisors said 
they would construct three and build 
a fourth if necessary. It appeared 
like a deadlock, and there was talk 
among the citizens of a recall for 
the Trustees if the latter vacated 
the streets without a pledge to bulld 
other bridges. 

In hig talk with Supervisor Cogs- 
well yesterday, Mayor Lisenby is 
understood to have stated that uwul- 
timately Long Beach would have 
to vacate the streets, so that it might 
as well be done now. 

The conference followed the re- 
ceipt of a letter by Mayor Lisenby 
from Supervisor Cogswell to the 
effect that for reasons stated in the 
communication, the Board of Super- 
visors must insist upon a complete, 
full and legal vacation of all street 
crossings In this proposed channel 
before they authorize the beginning 
of the work. The letter also stated 
that the Supervisors have no thought 
or desire to hamper or in any way 
obstruct the future” growth and 
prosperity of the city of Long 
Beach, as any such policy would be 
suicidal] on the part of any Board 
of Supervisors. 
Mr. Cogswell inted out that the 
Supervisors could not consent te «a 
dual authority over the channel, and 
they must reserve the right to des- 
ignate the character of bridges 
which may be hereafter constructed.

By unanimous vote, the nine mem- 
bers of the City Council] yesterday 
adopted paving specifications No. 122 
notwithstanding the Mayor's veto of 
this ordinance some time ago 

This action was taken after sev- 
eral public hearings, in which was 
discussed all phases of the con- 
troversy over the retention in the 
specifications of patented processes 
on which royalty must be paid. 

The Mayor's contertion has been 
that patented processes, requiring 
the payment of royalties should not 
be permitted in the specifications. 
The Council's idea is to permit the 
receiving of bids on all standard 
classes of paving. 

After the passage of the ordirance, 
over the Mayor's veto, Counciimen 
stated that City Attorney now has
